RESIDENT'S  REPORT 


SPRING  MEETING  1975 


MEMBERSH  IP:  307  membership  numbers  have  been  assigned  and  66  members  did  not 
renew  leaving  a  net  present  membership  of  241  .  During  the  past  membership  year, 
Charles  R.  Tague,  Pittsburgh  -  C.  J.  Affleck,  Winchester,  Virginia  -  and  Ancil 
Donohoe,  Clendenin,  W.  Va.  -  joined  the  ranks  of  our  deceased  rtiembers. 


Much  additional  work  needs  to  be  done  by  each  member  on  securing 
new  members  for  our  organization.  How  many  new  collectors  have 
you  started  during  the  past  year  by  giving  them  a  group  of  tokens  to 
get  started?  Actually,  you  will  be  giving  a  boost  to  your  personal 
collection  by  doing  this!  The  more  collectors  that  get  started  with 
our  interesting  hobby,  the  more  the  law  of  'supply  and  demand'  will 
apply. . .  we  seriously  need  membership  activity. 

FINANCES:  All  organization  funds  are  deposited  in  the  Fayette  County  National 
Bank,  Fayetteville,  West  Va.  Balance  on  March  1 ,  1 975  was  $1301  .53  with  an 
additional  $15.00  on  hands  (pending  membership  application  approval)  for  a  total 
balance  of  $1316.53.  No  organization  funds  are  expended  for  the  publication  of 
the  bulletin  -  all  costs  are  paid  by  the  bulletin  editor  from  proceeds  from  the  mail 
auction  sale.  It  is  estimated  that  presently  each  issue  of  the  bulletin  costs  $200.00 
to  $250.00  (postage,  stencils,  paper,  etc.).  Outstanding  bills  include  the  cost 
of  the  show  cards  for  Spring  Meeting  ($20.00  est.)  and  room  rental  for  the  Spring 
Meeting  ($25.00  est.) 

TOKEN  THEFT:  Collectionsbelonging  to  J .  C.  Beury  of  Charleston  and  Wil I iam 
McColm  of  Maryland  have  been  reported  stolen  in  recent  months.  Any  member 
of  our  organization  being  offered  tokens  or  collections  under  unusual  circum¬ 
stances  are  asked  to  report  to  the  Secretary  for  general  membership  notification. 

A  report  of  books  of  tokens  now  being  offered  in  the  Nashville  area  is  now  being 
investigated  and  additional  information  will  be  reported  later. 

APPRAISAL  SERVICE:  Additional  work  remains  for  the  Executive  Committee  as  regards 
an  appraisal  service  and  auction  disposal  service  for  deceased  members.  We  hope  to 
have  additional  information  to  report  on  this  soon.  Members  of  the  family  of  our 
members  generally  do  not  have  knowledge  of  the  token  collection  and  how  best  to 
dispose  of  the  collection  in  event  of  death  of  the  collector.  This  optional  benefit 
for  members  will  be  announced  in  the  immediate  future  when  final  details  are 
completed . 

BULLETIN:  We  certainly  need  contributions  from  the  membership  for  coal  token 
articles  for  the  bulletin!  The  response  to  the  contest  during  the  past  12  months  for 
the  best  article  on  coal  scrip  was  very  disappointing! !  Literary  style  is  not  of 
importance!  If  you  have  information  on  coal  tokens  (your  favorite  token  -  how  and 
where  you  got  it  -  etc.)  why  not  jot  it  down  and  send  it  in  for  publication.  The 
bulletin  can  be  ONLY  what  you  help  to  make  it  ! !  Additional  details  on  the  bulletin 
(we  hope)  will  be  reported  by  the  special  appointed  committee  at  the  Spring  meeting 
in  Beckley. 


Again,  my  thanks  to  all  scriptors  for  your  cooperation  during  the  past  year!  Good 
luck  in  your  token  collecting  during  the  coming  year! 


Scriptor  DAVE  MULLINS,  TENNESSEE  has  written  concerning  my  statement  in  the  last  bulletin  about  condition  of  scrip  tokens 
not  being  a  big  factor  wi th  collectors  of  coal  scrip.  Perhaps  I  did  not  state  my  point  exactly  so  maybe  you  will  agree 
with  this  -  "I  would  rather  have  a  worn,  scarce  readable  token  in  my  collection  rather  than  not  have  the  company 
represented  at  all.  In  fact,  I  do  have  several  such  tokens  and  whenever  I  find  one  in  better  condition,  my  collection 
is,  of  course,  upgraded.  Some,  however,  can  never  be  replaced  since  they  are  the  only  ones  known  from  the  particular 
company  or  location.11  Dave  notes  that  he  collects  only  good  tokens,  however,  this  is  certainly  not  always  possible 
with  coal  scrip  tokens  !!  I'm  happy  to  take  any  I  can  get  until  a  better  one  comes  along  -  if  it  ever  does.....  His 

letter  noted  also  that  we  are  ruining  the  coal  scrip  hobby  by  raising  the  prices  of  tokens  (re  -  the  $200.  token).  This 
I  cannot  do  -  the  old  economic  factor  of  supply  and  demand  governs  this  and  the  many  eager  collectors  set  tne  prices  by 
their  bids  in  mail  sales  and  their  individual  buys  from  other  collectors....  My  statement  that  "COAL  MINE  SCRIP  IS  ON 

THE  MOVE"  must  stand  in  view  of  prices  five  or  six  years  ago  as  compared  with  today.......  Comments  from  other  collectors 

in  this  regard  will  be  appreciated  for  future  publication.....  SCRIPTOR  DICK  COY,  WEST  VIRGINIA,  notes  that  there  is  an 

interesting  book  entitled  "CIVIL  WAR  IN  WEST  VIRGINIA"  published  by  Oriole  Chapbooks  at  $2.00  which  contains  info  about 
the  coal  mining  industry  during  the  period  of  1920.....  SCRIPTOR  PAUL  JENSEN,  KENTUCKY,  notes  by  letter  that  METCA

etc.  Too,  with  trip  coming  to  LA  for 
Tams  meeting,  need  to  hear  from  you. . . .  NSCA  -  TAMS  -  and  all  collectors  need  and  anxiously 

await  word  on  the  coal  token  publication . Scriptor  James  R.  Cooper:  I  do  not  have  the 

pages  available  for  listing  scrip.  Several  have  had  them  printed  locally  and  Scriptor  Jensen  will 
be  glad  to  send  you  a  copy  of  what  he  uses. ...  I  use  the  same  type  page  for  listing  all  items. . . . 

I  have  had  to  go  thru  my  collection  three  times  to  relist  everything  and  I  know  what  a  job  it  is. . 
Would  certainly  be  to  the  advantage  of  every  collector  to  get  his  listings  correct  the  first  time. 
Drop  Paul  a  note  and  he  will  send  you  some  ideas  and  suggestions  I  am  sure. . . .  Marshall  Univ.

25701 . Scriptor  Arlie  Slabaugh  pens  an  interesting  letter  regarding  the  scrip  pictured  in 

the  Scripident  Chart  for  the  Quints  mint  (see  in  this  issue)  -  He  feels  that  the  "rayed"  type 
token  was  first  manufactured  by  Dorman  in  Philadelphia.  Quoting  from  his  letter  "Quints 
Mint  probably  bought  the  dies  from  Dorman.  The  Quint  catalog  page  I  sent  to  him  is  some 
time  after  1895.  Dorman  died  in  1893,  and  his  firm  became  a  stock  company  which  I  would 
guess  concentrated  on  his  other  line  of  makingprinting  presses  and  disposed  of  the  token 
manufacturing  business.  If  this  is  correct,  and  things  like  this  happened,  it  means  that  tokens 
with  the  rayed  reverse,  prior  to  his  death,  are  made  by  Dorman,  and  those  afterward  were  made 
by  Quint.  In  some  instances  it  may  be  difficult  to  determine  dates,  in  which  case  comparsion 

of  die  work  may  help." . .Scriptor  Al  Zaika  writes  that  J.  E.  Weber  &  Co.,  Strasburg, 

Illinois  tokens  are  listed  as  coal.  He  wonders  what  information  we  have  to  show  that  it  is 
coal?  Scriptors  Edkins  and  Jensen  -  can  you  help  on  this?  Zaika  says  his  research  indicates 

that  it  was  a  general  store  with  no  coal  connection . Scriptor  Harry  Skaggs  notes  that  in 

1949,  the  New  River  Company  Store  vault  at  Kilsyth  was  robbed  of  approximately  $2000.  in 
scrip  tokens.  The  robber  was  apprehended  but  the  scrip  was  never  recovered.  The  company 
VOIDED  the  "15"  cut  scrip  and  purchased  new  scrip  with  a  "K"  cut  -  thus,  two  types  of  New 
River  scrip  for  Kilsyth  location....  Too,  he  notes  that  in  May  of  1975,  Store  No.  1  at  Mount 
Hope  was  robbed  of  approximately  $4000.00  in  $5  and  $1  scrip  tokens  and  about  $200.  in 
small  denomination  tokens.  They  used  cut  "9"  tokens  (Skelton)  and  these  have  now  been 

VOIDED  by  the  company . Scriptor  R ichard  Coy,  374  Lawnview  Drive,  Morgantown,  W.
